ASSAILS-*PITTSBURGH PLUS’ 


This System of Price Fixing Is 
Condemned—Applies to Prod- 
uct All Through the Country.

WASHINGTON, April 20.—The Fed- 
eral.Trade Commission announced today 
that formal complaint charging unfair 
competition’ in interstate. commerce’ in 
violation of Section 5 of the commis- 
sion’aé organic act, and Section 2 of the 
Clayton act, had been issued against the 
United States Steel Gorporation and 
leven ‘subsidiary companies, upon appli- 
Se@tion made by. the Western Association 
@f Rolled: Steel Consumers and other 
users of steel products. 

complaint is based on the system 

‘as the Pittsburgh base price and 
‘| Pittsburgh. plus price, under which all 
steel, except rails, wherever made, is 
sold at the Pittsburgh base price, plus 
an imaginary freight rate charge, equal 
tothe actual freight rate charge from 
Pittsburgh to the point at which the 
product is sold. ‘There is a single ex- 
éemption,. the Birmingham district, to 
which. reference also is made in the 
complaint. 

The decision was made«<by a 3 to 2 
vote, Chairman Hustén Thompson and 
Commissioners Pollard and Nugent 
standing for the issuance of the com- 
plaint and Commissioners Gaskill and 
Murdock. dissenting. The’ respondents 


answer. The case will then* proceed to. 
trial on its merits. 
Summary of Chargés. 

In its complaint the Federal Trade 
Commission gives the following sum- 
mary of the charges: 

“That the respondent, United States 
Steel’ Corporation, and its said subsidia- 
ries and their competitors engaged in 
the manufacture of rolled steel, utilize 
the said discriminatory Pittsburgh plus 
price to accomplish, and they do accom- 
plish the following purposes, to wit: 

**(1) The Pittsburgh plus price en- 
ables the Pittsburgh steel manufacturers 
to secure for their Pittsburgh plants 
substantially 50 per cent. of the steel 
manufacturing business of the United 
States; in order to-retain such per- 
centage of said business, they retard as 
much as necessary the natural steel 
manufacturing growth of other sections 
of the country. The said discrimination 
discourages the establishment of steel 
fabricating factories outside of Pitts- 
burgh and encoufages their establish- 
ment and maintenance in Pittsburgh. 

‘““(2) The Pittsburgh plus price en- 
ables the steel manufacturers of the 
United. States to maintain substantially 
uniform prices which they could not oth- 
erwise do, as the use of such price en- 
ables them ro know at all times the ex- 
act price which every manufacturer of 
rolled steel would charge therefor at all 
points of the United States, and to read- 
ily detect any manufacturer who devi-. 
ates ge ecg 

** (3) The Pittsburgh plus price en- 
ables the high ‘cost steel manufacturing 
plants at Pittsburgh to fix and maintain 
sufficiently high prices for their product 
to operate at a profit without having 
their business jeopardized by the lower 
cost steel manufacturing plants in other 
sections of the United States. 

** (4) The Pittsburgh plus price en- 
ables the low-cost steel manufacturing 
plants outside of Pittsburgh to secure 
not only the profit which the high-cost 
Pittsburgh steel manufacturing plants 
secure, but unduly large additional 
profits because they manufacture rolled 
steel at a mucn lower cost than at 
Pittsburgh, and they charge a much 
higher -price for the same, namely, the 
Pittsburgh plus price. 

‘“*(5)-The Pittsburgh plus price en- 
ables the steel manufacturers’ outside of 
Pittsburgh to increase their profits each 
time the railroad transportation charge 
on steel is increased, since the said prive 
is increased to correspond . with each 
freight rate increase.’’

Detectives and agénts of the Depart- 
ment of Justice under Charles J, Scully, 
head of the Radical Squad of the. De- 
partment of Justice, and Detective Ser- 
geant James J. Gegan, head of the 
Bomb Squad, shortly before last mid- 
night arrested Abraham Jackira, 32 
years old, of 170 Bleecker Street, and 
Israel Amster, alias Julius Farber, 40 
years old, of 205 Brook Avenue, the 
Bronx, in Jackira’s apartment and seized 
data of the various Communist parties 
in this country which Scully and Gegan 
declared would lead to wholesale arrests 
of radicals throughout the ‘United 
States on charges of criminal enarchy,, 

A few minutes after Jackira and 
Amter were arrested several agents of 
the Department.of Justiceeappeared with 
a man who said he was John Bdward 
Stobert, 41 years old; a printer, living at 
2,656 “East. Twenty-seventh Street, 
Sheepshead Bay, Brooklyn, who was 
arrested in a motion picture theatre in 
Sheepshead Bay shortly after 10 o’clock 
ona charge of criminal anarchy. 

The man and his wife arrived from 
Pittsburgh at 6. o’clock and _Federal 
agents trailed the couple to Sheepshead

Detectives Use Pistols. 


The arrest of the men followed plans 
developed by the officials of the local 
bureau of the Department of Justice in 
co-operation with the detectives of the 
Bomb Squad during thé last four weeks. 
It was not expected, however, that the 
arrests would be productive of such good 
results, 

The detectives and Government agents 
held up the men with pistols after they 
had surprised, them in one of five 
rooms in the apartment, which the 
prisoners said were used by .‘‘ The 
Writers’ Club.’’ 

When Jackira and Amter were taken 
to Police Headquarters in a patrol 
wagon the former admitted that, al- 
though he came hefe from Russia nine 
years ago, he never had attempted to 
be naturalized, while Amter said he was 
born in Denver, Col. Jackira said he 
was a waiter and a journalist, and ad- 
mitted he was arrested on a disorderly 
conduct charge and sentenced to two 
days in the Tombs in connection with 
a radical disturbance during the war.

BOSTON, Mass., April 29. — Society 
circles in the Back Bay have been in- 
vaded by prohibition officers in their 
war upon moonsmners, and as a resut 
Louis Agassiz Shaw, scientist, Harvard 
professor and member of a socially 
prominent family, appeared before 
United States Commissioner Hayes to- 
day and was held in $500 bail following 
arraignment.

Marlboro Street, Back Bay, according 
to the officers, who enterea tne mansion 
with a search warrant.

Bases Estimate of Seizures in 
Last: Three Weeks on 700,000 
Quarts at $10. 


BUT SOME. WAS CHEAPER 


Total Value, Therefore, May Be 
Less — Five Acquitted in 
Prohibition Trial. 


The liquor seized -by the police in New 
York City since the raiding under the 
new State dry laws commenced three 
weeks ago is worth $7,000,000, according 
to an estimate made yesterday by Po- 
lice. Commissioner Richard BE. Enright. 

The confiscated goods include 45,000 
bottles and 3,020 barrels of liquors, be- 
sides. numerous kegs, jugs, 
and ‘cans. Their contents arg@calculated 
te reach a total of 700,000 quarts. 

The $7,000,000 estimate is based on the 
supposition that each of the 700,000 
quarts is of whiskey and that the aver- 
age value of whisky is $10 a quart. Many 
of the bottles and barrels, however, con- 
tained wine and beer, which are worth 
considerably less,’so that an exact ap- 
praisal might reduce the figure consid- 
erably.

"Colnintielcerse Enright said the daily 
arrests had decreased in the last few 
days, indicating that violations were be- 
coming. less frequent. The attention of 
Commissioner Enright was drawn to the 
presentment of the New York — 
Grand Jury, which said: 

“The jury has considered a ane 
number of complaints of violation of 
the law applying to possession of alco- 
holic beverages. It has brought indict- 
ments in all but a few cases. It has con- 
ferred with the Commissioner of Pdlice, 
who appeared in response to its requeat. 
The offenses for which indictments have 
been found have involved in the very 
largest number of cases the possession 
of a small quantity of liquor or wine 
held, presumably, for sale in former 
licensed saloons. 

‘‘ This condition indicates to the minds 
of the jury the existence of well-under- 
stood sources of supply and means of 
transportation. In a few instances only 
have complaints been brought against 
persons apparently controlling the sup- 
ply for and the transportation to the 
retail dealer.’ 

Commissioner Enright said the Grand 
Jury. was mistaken in supposing that 
many saloon keepers had a central 
source of supply. 

Calls Dry Law Constitutional. 

Judge John F. Mcintyre, in General 
Sessions, held that the’ new Mullan-Gage 
laws were constitutional. 

‘“‘T am going to hold that the law en- 
acted by the Legislature is unqualifiedly 
constitutional,’’ he said. ‘‘ The, Legis- 
lature had the right to legislate under 
the police powers, of the State. The act 
is substantially the same as the Volstead 
act, the constitutionality of which ha» 
been. upheld by the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

‘*T would like to apply for an inspec- 
tion of the minutes of the Grand Jury 
which indicted my clients,’’ said Mr. 
Lasker, counsel in the case/ which 
brought forth the Judge's declaration. 

‘The motion ig denied,’ said Judge 
McIntyre. ‘‘1 might say now that no 
motion for the inspection of the min- 
utes in these cases will be granted.”

WASHINGTON, April 29.—Under = in- 
struction from Secretary Hughes a vig- 
orous note has been delivered to -the 
Dutch Government by William Phillips, 
American Minister at .The;Hague, in- 
sisting that American oil corporations 
-must have equal opportunities. with the 
Royal. Dutch Company, or any other 
company, in the- development -of. the 
celebrated Djambi oil fields in Sumatra 
and other oil deposits in the Dutch Hast 
‘Indies, 4 

Mr. Hughes takes the ground that the 
United States has a real interest in the 
development of’ the future oil supplies 
of the world, and has informed the 
Dutch Government through Minister 
Phillips that. the real interest of the 
United States Government in these mat- 
ters lies in the recognition of the prin- 
ciple of “‘ mutual or reciprocal accessi- 
bility-to vital and natural resources, by 
the nationals: of the United States and 
‘by. those of foreign countries.’’ No 
advantages over other countries are 
sought, and, conversely, this country. 
will most vigorously resist any attempt 
te grant other foreign .countries unfair 
advantages over the United States, 

The note to the Dutch Government 
was delivered by MinisterPhillips on 


ister. for Foreign Affairs the interest 

of the American Government ‘in the de- 
velopment of mineral ofl resources of 
the Dutch Hast Indies. The effort to 
secure access to these oil deposits by. 
American. capital on terms of equality 
with other nationals was. begun by the 
Wilson ASHENjarasOn some’ months 
ago. 

Secretary Hughes found. on éntering 
the State Department that the Meso- 
potamian and Sumatran oil problems 
-were pending.’ He is carrying the nego- 
tiations forward with a view to protect- 
ing the interests of the United States in 
the petroleum resources of the world on 
@ basis of equal opportunity. 


Following a Fixed Policy. 


The note to the Dutch Government is 
merely another step in the vigorous 
prosecution of a very definite and fixed 
policy on the part of the Harding Ad- 
ministration in opposition to monopo- 
lization .of the oil resources of the world 
by any foreign interests in any manner 
that. involves discrimination ‘against 
American capital or peril to valid Amer- 
ican interests.’ 

In his note to the Dutch Government, 
Minister Phillips stated that he was 
not acting on behalf of any particular 
American company, but pointed out 
that certain definite propositions, made 
in the last year ‘*‘furhish sufficient 
evidence that’ responsiblé and experi- 
enced American interests aré ready and 
desirous to co-operate with the Nether- 
lands Government in oil developments 
in the Netherlands Indies.’’ 

These interests are the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey, whose officials 
in New York on Wednesday confirmed 
recent cable dispatches to Tur New 
hYorK Times from The Hague to the ef- 
fect that representatives of American 
oil interests had, submitted to the Dutch 
Government a bid for half of the oil 
concessions in -the Djambi fields in 
Sumatra. The offer has been under dis- 
cussion in the Dutch Parliament and 
was made by F. D. Asche, & Vice Presi- 
dent of the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey, who is in Europe. There 
hias been pending in the Dutch Second 
Chamber a bill to. give to the Batavia 
Oil Company, an important subsidiary 
of the Royal Dutch Company, an ex- 
clusive concession in the Djambi fields.

The * ‘ foreign capital other than Amer- 
ican’’ which the American note says 
is ‘‘ so largely interested ’’ in this Dutch 
company. is not specified in the American 
note, but the reference is to British ok 
ital.

SITUATION BEFORE CABINET 


Great Britain Has Not Formally 
Said the Berlin- Proposals 
Were Impossible. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 29.—Hopeful- 
ness still persists in official circles that 
discussion will yet avail to settle the 
reparations controversy between the 
Allies and Germany. . 

The general situation: was discussed 
at the Cabinet meeting today, and Sec- 
retary Hughes conferred in the after- 
noon with Baron Ricci, the Italian 
Ambassador, and M. Jusserand, the 
French Ambassador, 

It was after these events that it was 
made plain that so far as the American 
Government was concerned, it believed 
that negotiations were still possible as 
a means of bringing about a final settle- 
ment, 

In spite of reports from Europe tend- 
ing to give an opposite impression, there 
has been no finality to the exchanges 
conducted by the United States in the 
interest of adjustment of the reparations 
problem. According to the view held 
here, the door has not been closed to 
the possibility that the exchanges will 
result in a discussion of the German 
proposals. 


‘Allies’ Formal Views Lacking. 


Japan and Italy have not furnished 
their definite views, and it is understood 
that Great Britain has not followed 
France and Belgium ‘in definitely. re- 
jecting the German offer. 

No further suggestion has come from 
the German Government, nor has the 
United States made any representations 
to Germany designed to have her terms 
of settlement modified. 

As far as surface indications go the 
informal conversations the United 
States is conducting with the Allies are 
at a standstill, but it. is said here that 
the American effort is not given up. 

Officials are anxious that it should be 
understood that the Government is act- 
ing with the nations allied with this 
Government in the World War: It has 
made it plain to all that it is an in- 
terested party, with its interest on the 
allied side. A settlement of the repara- 
tions question is held -to be essential for 
the economic well-being of this. country. 
America is deeply involved in effecting 
a just settlement.. Consequently. th? 
Government, acting with its former 
allies, will spare no proper effort to have 
the issue adjusted as as 
possible. 

The allied intentions toward invasion 
of-the Ruhr region have no direct bear- 
ing, it is held here, upon the present. in- 
formal exchanges.

French Now Interpret Note to 
Harding as Bid for German- 
American Support.

LONDON, April 29.—Further informa- 
tion from Berlin as to the German’ pro- 
posals has increased the dissatisfaction 
of the British Government, Its in- 
quiries as to their ‘precise significance 
have been answered with the astonish- 
ing statement that they did not purport 
to be more than a ‘“‘ sketch’ of what 
the Germans were willing to offer. They 
had been put forward, it was explained, 
not as a precise definition of all that 
Germany could do in the way of repara- 
tions’ but in the hope that they. might 
form a basis for further negotiations. 

There is as a result of the German ex- 
planations and éxcuses doubt as to 
whether Berlin. had ever worked the 
proposals out so as to be ahje to explain 
these herself and the utmost astonish- 
ment is expressed at the levity with 
which the German Government seems to 
be treating the entire situation. It was 
naturally expected to produce at this 
juncture a firm offer of some kind or

It was explained at the office of the 
American Federation of bor today 
that other local agreements may be 
reached by the men agreeing to accept 
proportionate wage reductions upon the 
change from the 48-hour to the 44-hour 
week. This principle, officials said, had 
previously been followed in efforts to 
bring about a reduction from the 10- 
hour to the 8-hour day.

~ Communications from. these officials 
to officials of the‘ parties in this city 
were of such a radical nature, the lead- 
ers of the railing party «aid, that whole- 
sale arrests of these men’ would follow 
on charges olf conspiring to overthrow 
the Government by fo;ce. 

Other communications, they said, 
revealed that Jackira, Amter and other, 
officers of the radical movements in this 
country were in constant Communication 
with the headquarters of the Third Inter- 
nationale in Moscow and that movements 
for interference with the operation of 
the Government of the United States 
were being dictated by the Bolshevist 


Government. 
One of the trunks, Gegan ahd Scully 


said, was filled with maps of the United 
States containing statistics of the 
strength of the various revolutionary 
groups here. These maps revealed the 
total membership of the groups:in every 
city and community of any size through- 
out the United..States, and disclosed 
that more than 95 per cent. of the mem- 
bers of the radical .organizations -were 
foreigners. 

Russians, Poles and Italians were 
found to be in the majority in the mem- 
bership of the Red organizations with 
which Jackira and Amter were -affilia- 
ted, Gegan and gua said, and statis- 
tics revealed that in the mining districts 
of Pennsylvania and West Virginia, as 
well as in several other States east of 
Chicago, the percentage of radicals in 
those districts was very high. 

A noticeable thing in connection with 
the statistics,.the officers said, was the 
fact that a. great many of the members 
of the branches of the radical organiza- 
tions in those communities were illiter- 
ates. The statistics also revealed a sur- 
prisingly large number of negroes listed 
as radicals. :

The letter was dated April 16, 1921, 
and was addressed to ‘‘ Ganetski-Fuer- 
stenberg, Hotel Bellevue, Riga, Latvia, 
Comrade Ilyin Aznetsky, Libau, Latvia, 
or to whom it may concern.”’ It read: 

‘““This will introduce to you Comrade 
Julius Farber, who is known to us, and 
in whose behalf we solicit your kind 
consideration.”’ 

The letter also contained a photo- 
graph and a description of Amter, 
which Gegan said was minutely accu- 
rate. The letter of introduction. and 
the photograph and description were 
viséd by John J. Kalmin, Latvian Con- 
sul in this city. 

Amter then admitted that he intended 
to go to Russia under the name of 
Farber and explained. that he feared to 
use his own name lest the Soviet investi- 
gation : officials. would refuse to admit 
hi to Russia. He added that the 
scheme for his departure was aban- 
doned a few days after he received the 
letter from Recht. 


Letters Tell of Secret Convention.

German Connections Revealed. 


Gegan and the Government agents were 
said to have obtained information in the 
last week which was expected to break 
the back of the radical movements in 
America. Through the documents and 
communications . seized in last night’s 
raid, it was said, the Government would 
in a position to disorganize every 
group and branch of the various ultra- 
radical movements. 

Bundles of documents found in the 
three trunks and in closets and secret 
hiding places in chairs and other articles 
of furniture were said to have revealed 
the connection of the communist move- 
ment in this country with several radical 
organizations now operating in Ger- 
many. Neither Gegan nor Scully would 
say anything about these communica- 
tions, most of which were written in 
German. It was-understood that Amter 
translated these communications and 
was the medium in this country through 
which the intercourse with the German 
radicals was maintained. 


11,000 POLICE GUARD 
CITY AGAINST REDS 


Enright Orders Entire Force on 
48-Hour Duty to Prevent Radi- . 
cal Disturbances. 


As a further precaution against pos- 
sible radical disturbances on Sunday 
(May Day), Police Commissioner En- 
right yesterday ordered the 11,000 men 
of the force to remain on duty contin- 
uously for forty-eight hours, beginning 
at 8 o’clock this morning. About two- 
thirds of the uniformed force will be 
assigned~ to guard churches, _ public 
buildings and the homes of public offi- 
cials and prominent residents. The oth- 
ers will be held in reserve for emergen- 
cy duty. 

Preparations also were made, it was 
said, for the prevention of parades by 
radicals. Inasmuch as May 1 falls’ on 
a Sunday no requests for permits for 
—- of any xind had been granted 
y the Police Commissioner, but word 
had reached the Bomb Squad that sev- 
eral ultra Wolent groups of radicals had 
announced they were going to parade on 
Fifth Avenue and other prominent thor-- 
oughfares. - No confirmation of those 
reports had been obtained by detectives. 

It was said that detectives and Gov-

The situation that confronts Ameri- 
can industry is actual and insistent— 
no less so to employers who are 
caught in the toils of deflation than to 
the millions of workmen who are out 
of employment. If labor and capital 
are to meet as equals for the discus- 
sion of their problems, it can only be 
on a‘basis of reality. But this seems 
quite beyond the comprehension of the 
leaders and spokesmen of labor. While 
Mr. Gompers is eloquent in his protes- 
tations of patriotism and public spirit, 
he avoids the Brindell scandal in New 
York and at Albany sought to protect 
against legislation a similar hold-up in 
the photo-engraving trade.

RESCUING THE RAILWAYS. 

On the same day that the Pennsyl- 
ania Rallroad reduced its dividend 
‘the Pennsylvania Legislature sent td® 
the Governor a repeal of the Full-Crew 
law..-The repeal would save to the 
Pednavivariia railways $5,000,000 a 
‘year. It is to be hoped that. public 
sentiment will require the Governor 
te sign. the repealer this year. It is 
Necessary to say this because in 1915 
public; sentiment required Governor 
BRUMBAUGH to veto it. The Full-Crew 
laws of many States are only a sample 
of legislation promoted by the railway 
brotherhoods since about 1910. ; 

In opposition to the Full-Crew law 
the Pennsylvania Company in vain put 
in evidence that in 1913 forty-two 
States considered 1,395 bills for the 
regulation of railways in manners ex- 
pensive to the companies on false 
pleas of benefit to either the users of 
the. railways or to their workers. 
That was the sorry sequel to the 
pamphlet circulated ty the ‘Railway 
Business Association in 1911, detecting 
betterment’ of the sentiments toward 
the railways throughout the country. 
It is true that there were several 
vetoes of »such: legislation. In New 
York Governors HucHes and Drx 
vetoed train-crew bills, but that did 
not prevent passage of similar bills 
later. If the brotherhcods would sup- 
port the. repealers as efficiently as 
they © promoted the legislation, they 
might perhaps lessen the wage re- 
ductions which are impending now. 

In Pennsylvania the record was that 
there was no.relation between the 
many anti-railway laws and efficiency 
of operation. The record of the laws 
designed to make railway operation 
costly is hardly credible, arid nothing 
less than offensive, in view of the 
present condition of the- railway 
finances. Those who supported such 
legislation have much to answer for, 
since the brotherhoods could not have 
persisted if they had been checked by 
a fair public opinion, instead of 
spurred on by an anti-railway preju- 
dice. Even under present unfavorable 
conditions the earnings of the Penn- 
sylvania system published yesterday 
show an increase of income for March 
of $2,708,540 and a decrease. o*% deficit 
for three months of $15,483,686. .

During his somewhat unduly pro- 
longed residence among us Count von 
BERNSTORFF showed some traces of a 
sense of humor, and his possession of 
this handicap is confirmed by reports 
of his first speech in the Reichstag, 
delivered on Thursday.

The 
Meter Manufacturers’ /Exchange, com- 
posed of eight companies, is one of 
the nine open-price or price-reporting 
associations whose activities in regard 
to housing “have been brought out by 
Mr. UNTERMYER, and they have been 
advised by their $50,000 Secretary, on 
the advice of counsel, as a result of 
Mr. UNTERMYER’S curiosity, to give up 
their price reporting. Under an 
amendment to the City Charter, no 
water meter can be installed until it 
has been tested by the Department of 
Water Supply, Gas and Electricity. 
If approved by that department, it 
must be approved also by the Board 
of Aldermen before it can be put in 
by the plumber.

a, Student. until very recently, that 
surprise rising. through wonder into 
astonishment is created by the expressed 
determination of Mrs. Amy Davis WIN- 
SHIP, a resident of Racine, Wis., and 
now 90 years old; to enter the University 
of Wisconsin as a student. 

This news ‘is interesting’ because: it 
raises the question as to the reason why 
collegiate education is sought, and that 
leads‘ to an inquiry’ whether a woman 
thus far advanced in life can be moved 
by any of the motives that impel those 
seventy years younger or so,to devote 
of their more abundant time a consider- 
able portion. to the acquisition of the 
knowledge which colleges offer. j 

All of the boys and girls who’ go to 
college do it with the thought—if they 
think of anything except having. fun— 
that higher education than ‘a high school 
provides will enable tnem to play a 
better part in the ‘world, and,.in case of 
need, to earn a living by doing more 
congenial work in pleasanter conditions 
than would be the case if their minds 
were less well trained and their stock 
of information less. 

Mrs. WINSHIP can be moved. by no 
such considerations as these. Such incre- 
ment. of learhing' “as she' gets now will 
be merely a personal or. subjective satis- 
faction—will be to her, that is, ef no 
use of the sort called ‘‘ practical.’’

Professor ‘Laughlin Criticises the 
Theories’ of Professor Fisher. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
In Professor Irving Fisher’s letter in 
your’issue of April 19 on. ‘‘ Prices and 


_} Money,” while agreeing with much of 


your editorial on “Prices and Money 
Theories; he still insists on the dogma 


‘|that recent changes in the price level 


are attributable chiefly to changes in 
the circulating ‘* currency.” Then, 


“currency.” «The changes in. the» price 
level of the last few years, he thinks, 
are due to. “the fluetuations in, the 
volume of-purchasing power, which pur-: 
chasing power today means. chiefly 
credit.’’ To this:éxposition of the ablest 
and-most courteous advocate of the ex- 
treme © quantitative theory 6f money 
some considerations might be offered 
for the truth-seeker. . 

(1), As @ matter ‘of fundamental eco- 
nomic principle, can it, be rightly urged 
that prices are fixed—even, chiefly— 
by purchasing power, or demand? The 


as presented by academic theorists, is 
that it gives no place for the effects on 
price (either temporary market’ iprices 
or long-run .changes of prices) by 
changes of supply or of the expenses of 
producing that ‘supply: In Profedgsor 
Fisher’s.. old . equation of ‘exchange 
(MV+M'V'!=PT) there is no symbol for 
the efféct on price oft changes in. ex- 
penses of production (since T is a sym- 
bol only, for quantity of goods: sold). 
In fact, thé formula is’ an ‘identical 
equation, giving results, not caused. 
Of course, the total money and credit 
equais the price times the goods sold. 
We find here the reason why men of 
large practical experience are generally 
ranged against the academic theorists, 
They know, for example, that new, proc- 
esses in steel or wood pulp have enor- 
mously lowered the prices of goods, ir- 
respective of any. changes on the side 
of money or credit.. The quantity theory 
is one-sided. 

(2). The business man knows, also, that 
he can get purchasing power (i. e., ‘money 
or credit) in proportion to the salable 
goods or bankable rights to property he 
possesses. Given these, he can obtain 
money or credit as a medium of ex- 
change. through which his purchasing 
power can be directed. ‘Money and credit 
issue from producing power, which is 
the cause and determinant of purchas- 
ing -power: Purchasing power doe: not 
originate with, nor is it measured by, 
the quantity of money and credit, since 
it arises from goods. The reason why 
purchasing power has fallen off today is 
that producing: power has fallen off, 
while ,money and credit are mearty as 
large asin’ 1919. 

(8) ‘Prices began to rise here first be- 
cause of a rise in. wages and materials. 
Thus .the figures of credit on the same 
quantity of goods doubled the bank en- 


of ‘‘ currency ’’ was in -this case a 
consequence of the rise in prices que 
to increased expenses of production, 
while today prices of goods have been 
falling precipitously because goods could 
not, be sold at high »xpenses..of produc- 
tion and not because of any lack of 
“‘currenoy.’’ Stoppage of production all 
around lowers the purchasing power all 
around the circle of reciprocal producers 
and buyers. With the fall of materials 
(like copper, rubber, wool, leather; .cot- 
ton, oil, &c.), the leyel of prices is today 
being held back from complete read- 
justment to normal only by the lagging 
fall of wages, the important element in 
expenses of production—and not bécause 
of a. shortage of money and credit:
